Picking up the pieces 


Workers try to stabilize property after sinkhole swallows man alive

SEFFNER, Fla. A wrecking crew on Sunday 
partly razed a Florida house where a sink- 
hole had swallowed up a man as he slept, 
but the demolition team went about its 
job as carefully as possible to preserve the 
home’s contents for survivors. 

Rescue workers had given up the search 
for Jeff Bush, a 37-year-old landscaper, on 
Saturday. He was presumed dead after dis- 
appearing into the hole, which opened up 
under his bedroom Thursday night. Sink- 
holes are common in Florida due to the 
state’s geology, and they are virtually im- 
possible to predict. 

With a crowd of a few dozen fam- 


ily members and others watching, a boom 
crane clawed at the one-story suburban 
home for about two hours, demolishing 
about half of it. The job was due to be com- 
pleted Monday. 

Jeremy Bush, Jeff’s brother, who had 
jumped into the sinkhole in a futile at- 
tempt to save him, said the family was dis- 
cussing plans for a memorial service and a 
possible marker at the site. 

Asked how he was feeling, Bush, 36, told 
Reuters: “Just sad, sa that they couldn’t 
get my brother out.” 

“He was a good guy. He would give you 
the shirt off his back,” Bush said of his 
brother. 


Five other people in the house, which is 
owned by the family of Jeremy Bush's ftan- 
cee, had been preparing for bed Thurselay 
when they heard a loud crash ani Tush 
screaming. 

Once the house is torn down, ehferts 
will begin to stabilize the sinkhole, said 
William Puz, a spokesman for Hillsber- 
ough County. The hole was about ya feer 
wide and 60 feet deep and filled with «lay 
and debris. The crane’s bucket first re- 
moved the garage eaves from the hoawie 
along with a US. flag there, carrying it t 
the sidewalk. Hillsborough County Fire 
Rescue workers folded the flag and hanclext 
it to family members.

Freezing—for a cause 


Hundreds dive into frigid Lake Michigan to raise money for Special Olympics

With beachfront snow plowed back to re- 
veal a frigid layer of slush, more than 1,000 
Chicagoans turned out Sunday morning to 
take a dip in the 32-degree waters of Lake 
Michigan. 

Organizers hoped the annual Polar 
Plunge held at North Avenue Beach would 
raise $1 million for Special Olympics. 

Lisa Ousley-Iaylor, a special education 
teacher from Flossmoor, was preparing for 
her first dive. Ousley-Iaylor said she was 
there for her students, whom she has been 
taking to Special Olympics events since the 
1980s. 

Special Olympics “changes everything 
about the participant,” she said. “It gives 


them self-confidence.” 

As her turn to dive approached, Ousley- 
Taylor could have used some of that self- 
confidence. “I’m terrified,” she said. 

Several politicians and cast members 
from NBC’s “Chicago Fire” were on hand 
to jump in the lake. 

The event couldn’t have been scheduled 
for a more appropriate time, with the city’s 
forecast expecting snow and cold later in 
the week. 

Chicago could be buried under half a foot 
of snow by midweek, forecasters say, add- 
ing another harsh chapter to a winter that 
started out balmy. 

The National Weather Service issued a 
winter storm watch for northern Illinois 


and northwest Indiana for Mondzy night 
and Tuesday. According to the agency, there 
will be light snow, about an inch in acum 
lation, beginning Monday; the maint storm. 
will hit Monday evening and continur un= 
til Tuesday evening, adding about six more 
inches. 

National Weather Service meteorologzat

Making giant robots beat the crap out of each other

Keisha Hevwardd’s wilclest video game fantasy 
came true as a cimtestant om Syfy’s competi- 
tion series "Robot Combat League.” 

The 28-year-old Lakevtew resident was 
chosen a ane of a dasen "rbo-jockeys” for 
the show, which pics §-foot-rall, half-ton hu- 
manic cobers ‘EASE each other in a series 
of arena-style boxing matches to compete 
for a Sacen,oeen prive. The hint-on-bot action 
resembles Hugh Jackman's hit movie, “Real 
Steel" —the shadowbixing impves of exo suit- 
winirlig operators clireetly translate into met- 
ahea-rictal jabs. 

"Robot Combat League,” hosted by WWE 
wrestles Chiis Jeriehe, debuted Feb. 26 and 
drew drawing 1.4 millian tonal viewers. It airs 
any pum.

the founder of a fernale gaming organization 
in Chicago called Sugar Gamers. But nothing 
could truly prepare her for this grown-up ver- 
sion of “Rock ’Em Sock "Em Robots.” 

“Td never really done anything like this be- 
fore. I’m not a fighter, I’m a gamer,” Howard 
told RedEye. “Tt sounded a little bit like the 
{Xbox motion controller} Kinect, where it 
mimics your movements, but it’s a totally dif- 
ferent experience once you're actually doing 
it 

The hydraulic-powered machines actually 
are operated by teams of two: a fighter (“robo- 
jockey”) and an engineer (“robo-tech”). When 
Howard and her teammate, Swedish robotics 
engineer Annika O’Brien, compete with their 
robot called Game Over, Howard will throw 
the uppercuts. O’Brien will control the ’bot’s 
legs and fx up broken wires and leaking fluids 
between rounds like a tech-savvy corner man 
treating a boxer’s black eye. 

The 12 robots featured in “Robot Combat 
League” were created and designed by robot- 
ics expert Mark Setrakian “Hellboy,” “Men in 
Black”). Each machine boasts its own unique 
design, strengths and weaknesses. “Medieval,” 
for instance, was fitted with chain mail cover- 
ings and metal crests so that it resembles an 
armored knight from medieval Europe. 

Howard was initially worried that her all- 
female team would be stuck with a “pink, 
super-girly robot,” but the automaton, also 
named Game Over, is a hulking steel creation 
with a static-filled video monitor as a head. 

“T loved it. It could not have been more per 
fect in concept,” Howard said. “It was one of 
the biggest and tallest and the screen made it 
feel a little creepy, in a good way.”

Each fight in “Robot Combat League” 
consists of three rounds. Judges observe and 
crown a winner based on points or a technical 
knockout that renders a ’bot unable to move. 
In last week’s premiere, top-rated robot Steel 
Cyclone took on bottom-dweller Crash, a’bot 
controlled by father-daughter software en- 
gineers based in Portland, Ore. Spoiler alert: 
The scrappy Crash crushed Steel Cyclone. 

“It’s crazy when you're in there,” Howard 
said. “Seeing the sparks fly and the hydraulic 
fluid fly around and the noise from the crowd 
out there cheering. ... It was epic.” 

Besides the tech engineers and the gamers, 
some of the other robo-jockeys chosen were 
a race car driver, a National Guard helicopter 
pilot, and former Olympians and athletes— 
including “Star Wars” creator George Lucas’
